aids to motion. How long ago it m ost 
h ave been th ere is no possibility of do 
termlnlug. 
Th e origin of th e wh eel is 
quite lost in th e obscurity of th e past 
But, th ough we cannot trace th e wh eel 
to its actual inception, th ere is to 1m 
found in th e rude sculptures and pic­ 
tures of th e past enough in th e way ot 
h int and suggestion to sh ow h ow it 
probably originated. 
It is reus,, utble 
to suppose th at th e sledge would h ave 
preceded th e wh eeled veh icle. To drag 
along a th in g by main force is wh at 
many of th e lower animals are accus­ 
tomed to do, and. of course, h uman be­ 
ings must h ave doue it from th e in fan ­ 
cy of th e race. 
Th e first step in th e evolution of ex ­ 
press train s and motor cars would nat 
urally h ave been an attempt to facili 
tate th e movement of wh atever was 
being h auled along by smooth ing th e 
under surface wh ere practicable and 
leveling th e road. 
Wh ere th e under 
surface of tin* burden could not be 
smooth ed th e obvious altern ative would 
h ave been to get it on th e top of some­ 
th in g wh ich did permit of th e smooth - 
ing someth ing in th e form of a sledge, 
th at Is to say . 
It is certain th at th is 
primitive veh icle was known to th e 
early Egy ptians. 
In Wilkinson's “Ancient Egy pt” th ere 
is th e reproduction of a picture found 
In a grotto beh ind E'Duy r, a Ch ristian 
village between Autinoe and El Ber- 
sh eh , representing th e removal of a 
colossal statue. 
It is mounted on a 
sledge with runners underneath , and 
it is being h auled along by 17 2 men 
pulling at ropes, wh ile In front of th e 
sledge a man is pouring down some 
sort of fluid, probably grease, say s th e 
learned auth or, and h e adds th at, al­ 
th ough it is not sh own In th e picture, 
th e roadway would most likely be laid 
with planks. 
Th at, in all probability , is th e rudi­ 
men tary idea of a modern railway 
truck travelin g over an iron rail. Th ere 
is th e loaded veh icle, and th ere Is th e 
specially prepared road. 
Th e gradual 
evolution ot th e modern convey ance 
and its facility of motion would be 
only a question of time and of moth er 
wit slowly effecting small improve­ 
ments. 
Th at picture itself is suppos­ 
ed to date nearly 2.000 y ears before 
th e Ch ristian era, and h ow much far­ 
th er h ack th e work itself would go it 
is impossible to say . 
It is easy to conceive tjiat pure ac­ 
cident may h ave suggested rollers un ­ 
derneath tin* sledge as a means of 
rendering its movements easier. 
But 
wh eth er accident or invention 
may 
h ave done it th e use of rollers In th is 
connection was clearly th e nex t move. 
Th is is sh own in th e famous Assy rian 
sculpture of th e moving of th e winged 
bull. 
Th ere we find th e sledge and 
two rollers beneath it, and it is diffi­ 
cult to suppose th at th e wh eeled ve­ 
h icle was known at th at time, or it 
surely would h ave been employ ed in­ 
stead of th e more primitive sledge. 
Th e sledge and th e rollers h aving been 
arrived at, we h ave no positive infor­ 
mation as to h ow th e nex t stage was 
reach ed, but it is not difficult to con­ 
ceive w h at migh t quite feasibly h ave 
h appened. 
A simple modification of 
th e roller migh t very well h ave a f ­ 
forded th e germ of th e modern wh eel 
and ax le. 
If we imagine th e two 
rollers somewh at reduced in size in 
th e middle, so as to drop th e sledge 
down a little and prevent its running 
off th e roller ends, we got th e incipi­ 
ent wh eel and ax le at once, and some 
sort of a plug in th e bottom of th e 
sledge before and beh ind each ax le 
would preven t its running from under j 
th e veh icle, and th ere would be th e 
incipient wh eeled cart. 
In Portugal j 
th ere is said to h e in use a farm « -art 
in wh ich just such plugs as th ese are j 
actually found beneath th e body of th e j 
veh icle, wh ich may th us fa* lifted off i 
its wh eels. 
Wh at would probably be ; 
th e nex t stage of th e process of devel­ 
opment can be traced in th e available 
records of th e past. 
Instead of a 
roller being merely reduced in th e 
middle, with its unreduced ends form­ 
ing solid wh eels, we find a very early 
pictorial representation of a veh icle 
in wh ich broad slices h ave been cut 
off from th e round bole of a tree and 
connected under th e sledge by a bar 
th rough th eir centers. 
Th ere are th e wh eels, for th e first 
time in pictorial record, separate from 
tie* ax le. 
For th e first time th e actual 
wh eel appears, but th e square end of 
th e ax le plunged into its center sh ows 
th at wh eel and ax le went round to­ 
geth er, and th e nex t stage, no doubt, 
would be to fix th e ax le and let th e 
wh eels run loosely round its reduced 
ends, th e wh eels being k<-pt in tle-ir 
places by someth ing in th e n ature of 
linch pins. 
Th at would is* a distinct 
stage in th e line of progress, th ough if 
is curious to observe th at in our rail­ 
way carriages and motor vans we h ave 
got back to wh at no doubt was th e 
earlier form, th e wh eel and ax le re 
volving togeth er in bearings 
Th e earliest wh eel of wh ich we h ave 
any representation is just a solid circu­ 
lar log of wood, such as migh t be 
sliced off th e end of a tree trunk, and 
th at, th ere can be no doubt, must h ave 
been th e earliest form of th e th ing. 
It 
Is again curious to notice th at in some 
of our very finest railway trains we 
h ave got back to th at most primitive 
of nil form*, tin* solid wh eel. 
But 
th ese circular slabs of wood, as th ey 
got dry , would be very likely to crack 
and split under rough usage, and both 
In Greece and Portugal we find in ac­ 


tual use farm 
veh icles with wheels 
made up of several pieces of wood 
nailed togeth er. Th is would be a dura­ 
ble form of th e same th ing th e solid 
wooden wh eel and in Muller's "Win * 
ter In th e Azores " th ere is an illustra­ 
tion th at may be considered to give th e 
rudimentary idea of th o tire. 
Th is is t 
a wh eel of solid wood, studded closely j 
ail round its outer edge with large iron j 
nails. 
As th e Use of wh eeled veh icles I 
became more general th ey would tetul i 
to increase In size and solidity and th e 
wh eels on wh ich th ey 
ran become 
h eavier. 
To ligh ten th em and perh aps 
for ornament it came to be th e prac­ 
tice to perforate th em with h oles >vin 
metrically arranged, and it is pretty 
safe to assume th at th e development 
of th is idea would gradually lead to th e 
spoked wh eel with a central h ub. 
Of course all th is was in a very re 
mote past, for as far as h istory goes 
back wh eelwrigh ts knew h ow to build 
war ch ariots and oth er veh icle- with 
spoked wh eels and metal tires very 
skillfully 
and 
ornamentally 
made. 
Th us, 
alth ough 
wo 
cannot 
alway s 
trace th e th ing step by step, th ere 
cannot be much doubt th at someth ing 
like th e line we h ave indicated must 
h ave been billowed In th e development 
of th e modern carriage wh eel from 
th ose rollers undern eath th e winged 
bull, wh ich may date perh aps from a 
period U)00 y ears before th e Ch ristian 
era. 
Th e spoked, iron bound wh eel 
h aving emerged from tin* obscurity of 
th e past, no furth er advance was made 
until with in living memory . 
With th e Introduction of th e private 
“coach ” th e wh eelwrigh t's trade be­ 
came a very important industry , but 
th e ch ief desideratum was not any 
new form, but solidity and durability . 
For generations after th e introduction 
of th e “coach " English roads were ex ­ 
ecrable, and wh eels th at would stand 
an y amount of rough traveling were 
th e great aim of th e wh eelwrigh t. For 
very many y ears nobody seemed to 
th ink of adapting roads to wh eels, h ut 
only of building wh eels th at would 
stand th e roads. Th en came th e cogged 
wh eels of th e first tram line an d th en 
th e flanged wh eels of th e modern rail­ 
way . 
But no radical ch ange was effected 
In th e ordinary road wh eel until some 
time after th e introduction of th e bicy ­ 
cle. 
Th e first of th e old bone sh akers 
h ad good, strong, iron bound wh eels, 
warranted to respond to every little 
bump and h ollow in th e road most 
conscientiously . Th ese soon gave way 
to th e solid india rubber tire, wh ich 
h ad Its little day and was a very de­ 
cided improvement upon every th ing 
th at h ad gone before it. 
Solid India 
rubber, h owever, could prove no match 
for a tire of compressed air. and in th e 
ach ievement of th e pneumatic periph ­ 
ery with ball bearings it 
looks at 
present as th ough th e loo** course of 
wh eel development th at began in th e 
dim and dreamy past may surely h ave 
come to an end.
